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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said, " should be avoided. 

2. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 5 of claim 2, 
"adsorbent" should be changed to "absorbent". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In line 5 of claim 1, the phrase "further sour gas separation unit" is unclear 
because no "first" or "primary" separation unit is recited in the claim. In line 9 of claim 1, the 
phrase "one more sour gas separation unit" is indefinite because it is unclear whether it refers to 
the "further" unit of line 5, or if it refers to another additional unit. For examination, it is 
assumed that the same separation unit is being referred to in lines 5 and 9. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the feed operation" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is also unclear which feed operation of the 
claim is being referred to. Claims 2-7 are rejected for depending from a rejected parent claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Madgavkar et 
al. (4,382,912). 

8. Madgavkar et al. '912 teach a hydrogen sulfide separation process, comprising feeding a 
stream (10) containing methane and sulfide to an absorption tower (30), diverting a portion (50) 
of the feed stream, scrubbing the feed stream with water in the absorption tower, stripping sour 
gas from the water using steam in a desorption tower (40), combining the desorbed sour gas with 
the diverted portion (50), and piping the combined stream to a Claus unit (62) (see figure I, col. 
4, lines 3-64). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Madgavkar et al. 
'912 in view of Lynn (4,976,935). 

1 1 . Madgavkar et al. '912 dislcose all of the limitations of the claim except that the laden 
absorbent is flashed in a flash vessel. Lynn '935 discloses a sour gas removal process 
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comprising a primary absorber (10) and a flash vessel (31) for liberating sulfide gas from laden 
solvent (see figure 2, col. 3, lines 20-33, col. 4, lines 36-60). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the process of Madgavkar et 
al. '912 by using a flash unit in order to provide a means for regenerating absorbent and 
recovering acid gas without the need for stripping gas. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 3-5 and 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The additional references listed on the attached PTO-892 form disclose sour gas 
scrubbing systems.
